R. L. Boyd, Sunday evening, to the 
scene of the killing. The deputies 
were nnable to locate Daugherty Sun - 1 
day, but some of Dangherty’s friends 
agreed to have him at a given point 1 
Monday, which they did. When the 1 
deputies arrived at the place agreed 
upon Monday, they found Daugherty 
there, who shook hands with them 
and expressed his willingness to be 
taken into their custody. The depu* 
ties, with their prisoner, arrived here 
ab<-ut dark, when the prisoner was 
lodged in jail. Daugherty will have 
an examining trial before Judge Mil- 
ler Monday.
